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The Navy Grits 
Its Teeth 


A civilian board of inquiry finds 
the condition of the U.S. fleet to 
be “bad.” The cause assigned is 

a simple one. 
The Navy re- 
ceives many as- 
signments. It 
rarely receives 
the money nec- 
essary to carry 
them out. 
Admiral Ar- 
leigh A. Burke, 
knew this all 
along, says the 
Navy will do the best it can and 
that this will be ‘‘plenty good.” 


The Navy, like so many institu- 
tions which but a few years ago 
seemed as permanent as the seas 
it sailed, is caught in a period of 
transition. It is no longer the

Not many men, of all the mil- 
lions on earth, ever saw one of 
the most majestic of sights—great 
gray dreadnaughts in a line of bat- 
tle. Almost as pulse-stirring was 
to witness destroyers straining at 
top speed on a protective sweep 
about the big battle wagons. And 
to see a carrier turn into the wind 
and launch her fighters—or to see 
them. come back to sit down with 
a crash, on “mama's lap’’—that 
was something that etched itself 
deeply in the memory. 


Today the big ships are gone. 
The carriers are moving off. the 
scene. The Navy is going under 
watér. There are other changes 
almost as radical in the reorgani- 
zation and abandonment of sta- 
tions and bases. 


Desperate Need 


Yet, even as all this goes on, 
and the old Navy disappears, 
there is a desperate need for all 
the jobs still to be done. And 
there simply isn’t the money, the 
ships or the men to do the job. 


Morale is poor in what is called 
“the black shoe Navy.” 
are fewer commands. More and 
more men are “passed 
over” for promotion. Some stay 
out their years until retirement. 
More try for civilian positions. 
With all the big ships gone, and 
the -carriers almost so, there is 
not the need for lieutenants, lieu- 
tenant commanders, commanders 
and captains. There are fewer 
shore commands, too. Not too 
many of those displaced by the 
abandonment of surface vessels 
are young enough to transfer to 
these and begin the service nec- 
essary to qualify. Annapolis 
graduates of the past three or 
four years—and of the future, will 
fill these places of command. 
More than 40 per cent of the Navy 
today is reserve. And that branch 
needs some legislation to correct 
abuses in its service regulations. 


Morale booms, of course, in the 
submarine, mine and missile 
services. 


How much of the Navy will 
have the prefix ‘sub’ remains 
for the future. Theoretically al- 
most any size ship may be made 
submersible. But there is a prac- 
tical limit. Just what it ‘is has 
not yet been determined. Nuclear 
fuel, new electronic devices, mis- 
sile needs and developments— 
these are but the obvious factors. 


Dangerous Foe 


No nation has said anything 
about mines. Yet the mine will 
be the most dangerous foe of the 
underwater Navy. What new and 
astonishing forms they will take 
is not known. But that the mine 
is also being changed by new dis- 
coveries of science and technol- 
ogy is inescapable. 


The submarine fleet will include 
missile vessels. It is almost a 
certainty that in the years ahead 
we will lose some of our Euro- 
pean bases. A vessel which can 
rise out of the sea and fire even

Single Wing 
Constitution Washington Bureau 
WASHINGTON — About 1,000 
men and an undisclosed number 
of B47 medium bombers will be 
transferred from Hunter Air 
Force Base at Savannah, Ga., to 
Plattsburg Air Force Base, N.Y., 

in August. 


In announcing the transfer, the 
Air Force said Friday it is part 
of a dispersal program. 


The Air Force announcement 
said the B47 medium bomber 
strength in the East will be aug- 
mented in August 1959 by addi- 
tional B47s of the 308th Medium 
Bomber Wing at Hunter AFB. 


This will increase the aircraft 
strength at Plattsburg:by about 
50 per cent and the population 
there by about 1,000. The re- 
maining portion of the 308th at 
Hunter will be integrated into 
the 2nd Medium Bomber Wing 
at the Savannah base. 


Presumbably, this means that 
Hunter will be reduced in size 
from a two-wing base to one wing.

WASHINGTON — The allies of 
the North Atlantic Treaty Organi- 
zation gave their full support Fri- 
day to the United States, Britain 


_and France in defending their 


rights in West Berlin. 


One after another, spokesmen 
for member states of the 15-nation 
treaty group urged the firmest 
opposition to any move by the 
Soviet Union to cut off access 
to West Berlin or to isolate the 
Allied military groups there. 
Thursday, the big powers had 
stated their intention to stand 
fast on their rights and not to 
give in to Soviet pressure should 
it develop. 


The purpose of the many vig- 
orous statements of the past two 
days is two-fold, observers said. 
One was to bring the Allies of 
NATO closer together on the Ber- 
lin issue lest anyone get an im- 
pression of disunity or lack of 
purpose. The other was to let 
the Russians know in unmistak- 
able terms that if there are to 
be serious negotiations of differ- 
ences, they would have to take 
place in any atmosphere free 
from unilateral. or forcible ac- 
tions by any power concerned.

-Braved by Lama

NEW DELHL, India (#—The Dalai Lama reached safety in India by a perilous 
15-day trek over some of the world’s most treacherous mountain territory, his fol- 
lowers said Friday. Chinese planes were searching overhead to spot the Dalai’s party, 
and it apparently traveled mostly at night to escape detection. 


The group traveled by foot and 
by mule caravan over rivers and 
through snow-covered mountain 
passes where one wrong step can 
mean death. They traveled 300 
miles, or about 20 miles a day. 


“It was one of the most re- 
markable escapes in world his- 
tory,” a Tibetan leader near the 
frontier area declared. 


Prime Minister Nehru told a 
widely applauding Parliament that 
the 23-year-old god-king is in good 
health and will be given “‘re- 
spectful treatment.” 


Nehru did not use the word 
asylum. Informed sources said he 
considered this an improper term 
in. reference to the only ruler in 
the world whom his people regard 
as a god. 


STILL CALLED RULER 


Tibetan exiles declared the 
Dalai Lama still is the ruler of 
Tibet, making clear he will re- 
main a rallying point of the revolt 
against Red Chinese rule in Tibet. 


Reliable Tibetan exile sources 
in India’s frontier town of Kalim- 
pong said the Dalgi Lama is head- 
ing for Shillong, capital of India’s 
easternmost province of Assam, 
for a few days rest. 

Tibetan sources in Kalimpong 
said the Dalai Lama began his 
hazardous flight the night of 
March 17, shortly before a revolt 
erupted against Red rule. 


They gave this account: 


The Dalai Lama slipped by 
night from his summer palace of 
Norulinka in Lhasa, the Tibetan 
capital. The party included his 57- 
year-old mother, his brother Rim- 
poche Ngeri, 14; his sister Tser- 
ing Domme, 26; four Cabinet min- 
isters and two tutors. 


SLIPPED PAST GUNS 


They had to slip past the guns 
of the Chinese Communists as 
they headed toward some of the 
wildest country in the world. They 
took the most direct route to In- 
dia, about 150 air miles away but 
more than 300 miles through the 
valleys and snow-clad passes. 


The party crossed the Kyichu 
River, 25 miles south of Lhasa, 
and walked on and up through the 
Che Pass, 17,000 feet high. On the 
other side of the mountain range 
they passed over the broad Tsang- 
po River and walked 35 miles to 
Minden Ming, a rebel stronghold. 


HAWKED BY REDS 


All this time, the Chinese Com- 
munists had spotter planes in the 
air and parachute troops ready to 
drop if the fugitives were sighted. 
The Dalai Lama’s party frequent- 
ly saw the searching planes. 


At Minden Ming, the Dalai 
Lama picked up a strong escort 
of fierce Khampa warriors, who 
have led the revolt and who have 
been fighting the Chinese Commu- 
nists in Tibet for three years. 
They moved up through the moun- 
tains to the rebel stronghold 
around Lake Trigu and walked 
south to the Indian border. 
in his court in May.

(UPI)—Anti-cancer scientists were 
reported excited Friday over the 
possibility of using the body’s 
own self-protecting chemistry to 
fight off a cancerous invader or 
even to prevent such an invader 
from getting a start. 


Such a technique, in the remote 
future, perhaps, but nonetheless 
a very real possibility, stems 
from the discovery of what ap- 
pear to be chemical substances 
manufactured in the body that 
provide a start toward protection 
against a particular cancer. 


The discovery was described by 
Dr. George Moore, director of the 
Roswell ‘Park Memorial Institute, 
Buffalo, N.Y., at a meeting here 
sponsored by the American Can- 
cer Society. 


After hearing Moore’s disclo- 
sures, Dr. Warren Cole of the 


kinds of cancer, even before it dis- 
covers how and why normal body 
cells become wildly uncontrolled, 
which is the basic cause of can- 
cer. 


The new cancer discovery has 
to do with antigens, which are 
anything that excite body chem- 
istry into producing antibodies de- 
signed to destroy and attack the 
antigen. Antigen action underlies 
the principle ot vaccination and of 
the body’s acquired immunities to 
many diseases. 

Moore and his Roswell Park as- 
sociates compared 20 cancers 
chemically with the normal tis- 
sues of the human organs where 
the cancers originated. They were 
different, of course, but the main 
point was that in ‘over one half 
of the cases they were: antigenti- 
cally different. That is, chemical 
antagonisms, which in bacterial 
and viral diseases produce anti- 
bodies, were under way. 


This is important. Indeed, the 
first tremendous breakthrough in 
the conquest of cancer may well 
come in this field. But so much 
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Vaccine 


more work remains to be done 
with the basic discovery that 
Moore himself was not predicting 
the future. 


The aim of the work, he said, 
was to find “‘some way to en- 
hance the cancer patient’s resist- 
ance to his disease.’’ Moore and 
Cole then discussed that natural 
resistance at a cancer research 
seminar for newsmen. 


“We'll knock off cancers one by 
one, just as it happened with the 
bacterial diseases,” Cole said, re- 
ferring to the discoveries which 
permitted the making of vaccines 
each one of which prevents just 
one bacterial disease and no 
more.

Look Who’s Yelling 
‘Keep Unit Intact? 


A few politicians of the more.obtuse 
variety have protested the suggestions by 
Sens. Talmadge and Russell that Georgia's 
inequitable county unit system be re- 
formed. 

Those. however, who do not dwell en- 
tirely in the past are aware that what the 
senators are trying to do is to salvage 
something of the system. The Supreme 
Court saved it by a 5-to-4 vote on a case 
hastily prepared. Justice Burton, who 
voted with the five, has retired. Justice 
Frankfurter, who now is one of the real 
consetvatives of the court, has beén, as 
Georgia politicians know, a bulwark for 
the unit system each time the court has 
been asked to rule on it. He is approach- 
ing rétirement time. 

The unit system does dilute the fran- 
chise of voters in the larger counties. It 
does perpetuate control by the few. These 
facts are apparent to intelligent leader- 
ship. The suggestion for reform is simply 
common sense and an effort to save some- 
thing of the system. 

One of those who epposed was Roy 
Harris of Augusta, whom press stories 
referred to as “one-time kingmaker.” Mr. 
Harris vigorously dissents. He wants no 
change. The “one-time label” which Mr. 
Harris wears explains him well. 

We sincerely have only sympathy for 
Mr. Harris who has, for a long time now, 
been a sad and somewhat pathetic figure 
in the state’s political picture, full of 
sound and fury, signifying nothing. Time 
was when he served as House floor leader 
for Gov. Ellis Arnall and led the fight for 
liberal reforms of that time. But for a 
long time now he has appeared as a 

negative, embittered man, living in de- 
feat and in the past. He seems, however, 
to have nursed an idea that by using the 
racial issue in extremist fashion he might, 
via the unit system, yet become governor, 
At any rate, he is a sample of those who 
would not change anything. 

There is no “one-time” tag on ether 
Sens. Talmadge or Russell, If anything of 
the unit system is to be saved, only their 
plan will do it. 

* * . 

It perhaps was inevitable, too, that 
former Gov. Marvin Griffin would get 
into the act. He hasn’t been receiving 
much attention these recent days except 
for daily headlines revealing the corrup- 
tion and waste in his administration. 

Former Gov. Griffin perhaps did 
more to discredit the county unit sys- 
tem than any man in its history. Elected 
by minority vote under the unit system 
itself, he and his administration are prime 
examples of what it produces. 

“IT will not trade out the people of 
Georgia and steal their heritages from 
them,” shouted the ex-governor at the 
Brooks County Centennial celebration 
last night. Aside from the fact that his 
administration’s record is the most in- 
credibly corrupt in recent history, Mr. 
Griffin has little claim to the right to 
lead anybody anywhere these days. Much 
more of his type of administration would 
have left the state and all county gov- 
ernments so hopelessly bankrupt the sys- 
tem would have collapsed under its own 
weight. 

Georgians are not likely to listen 
to this type of demagoguery again any 
time soon. If any part of the unit system 
is to be saved, it will not be Marvin Grif- 
fin who saves it. Without doubt, though, 
he can hasten its demise. 


India Is Real Target 
Of Red Chinese Plot 


In a meeting of India’s Parliament 
the Communist Party members were 
hooted down when they tried to wiggle 
off the hook on which they had impaled 
themselves by previous support of Com- 
munist China’s invasion of Tibet. 

Their statement had been so worded 
that it implied, and of course meant, the 
Indian Communists would welcome the 
Red Chinese armies if they invaded India 
itself. 

The Communist: parties in all Asia 
have lost face and strength because of 
the Tibetan aggression. It is a typically 
ruthless one. One redds of villages ter- 
rorized and of stock and food comman- 
deered, That is a polite word meaning 
stolen. It is at once obvious the Tibetans 
are to be liquidated. } 

In this sense—of a loss of face by the 
Communist parties in Asia — the Red 
Chinese have injured their cause. But one 
has the uncomfortable feeling that this 
aggression in Tibet is all a part of a 
timetable arranged by Mao’s government 
in Peiping and that it merely sets the 
’ gtage for a planned invasion of India. 

This is not likely in the immediate 
future. It is not yet on the horizon. But 


certainly the Chinese did not carry out: 


this relatively massive operation merely 
to hold Tibet. It is a part of some master 
plan for expansion of Red Chinese ag- 
gression. Burma, Thailand, Indonesia and 


. 


is, the Peiping government will accept 
the temporary loss of face as one of the 
costs of expansion. They are stepping up 
the charges against India. 

The ruthless slaughter and forced 
labor policy in Tibet is ugly enough. But 
the larger meaning of this move is even 
uglier. There must be top-level planning 
by the United States and other free world 
countries to prepare to check any aggres- 
sion against India.

Tribute to Dr. Newton 
Honors Great Service 


On Sunday the Druid Hills Baptist 
Church of Atlanta will celebrate the 30th 
anniversary of the ministry of its pastor, 
Dr. Louie D. Newton. Few ministers have 
had so long an association and none has 
more reason to proclaim a day of cele- 
bration. 

Dr. Newton has many of the qualities 
of greatness.

League of Women Voters Salutes NATO Italy’s Government 


As Security Shield of the Free World 


Atlanta — With the celebration 
today of the North Atlantic Treaty 
Organization (NATO) it might be 
well to review some of the ac- 
complishments and failures of 
that organization. Since 1949 the 
League of Women Voters has sup- 
ported U.S. membership in 
NATO. 

Starting with 12 nations in 1949 
NATO now has a membership of 
15 nations; starting with no di- 
visions it now has 20-odd (admit- 
tedly far below the 90 once en- 
visioned); and shifting increasing- 
ly from conventional to nuclear 
weapons, it is building missile 
bases in more and more coun- 
tries. 

There is no denying that little 
has been done to promote eco- 
nomic collaboration or to elimi- 
nate conflict in economic policies 
as called for in the treaty. But 
the effort toward closer associa- 
tion among NATO powers goes 
on continuously. Certainly the 
strengthening of free institutions 
and the promotion of conditions 
of stability, also called for in the 
treaty, have had little considera- 
tion by the organization, although 
progress along these lines out- 
side NATO has been made. But 
militarily NATO has proved in- 
valuable as a shield against 
Soviet agression and its very sur- 
vival as a peacetime coalition is 
an accomplishment. 

While the peace may have been 
troubled and the shortcomings of 
the arrangements many, no one 
can deny that NATO has been a 
successful deterrent against 
aggression by the Soviet bloc.

Creeds of Others 


Deserve Respect 


Among the lingering insights which have re- 
mained with me since Easter is the thought 
concerning the way by which certain of the ac- seni 
tors in the drama of our Lord’s passion are representative of 20th- 


century attitudes and behavior. Caiaphas, the high priest, was the 
most important figure in the Jewish ecclesiastical circles. 


History tells us that he held his 
office by appointment of the em- 
peror for 20 years. This would 
suggest that he, like many of his 
fellow Saducees, had learned the 


fine art of knowing when and 
how to compromise with Rome. 

His primary concern does not 
appear to have been substantial- 
ly religious. He was interested in 
the possibilities for self-aggran- 
dizement which his position of- 
fered. So it was natural that 
wnen Jesus, His heart inflamed 
with righteous indignation, drove 
the money-changers from the 
Temple court, Caiaphas should 
have become angered. Jesus’ ac- 
tion in cleansing the Temple of 
those who were exploiting the 
sentiments of the devout and re- 
ligious customs of ancient origin 
was one of the immediate causes 
of His crucifixion. 

Caiaphas’ opposition to Jesus 
was such that common justice 
was bypassed. By anyone's 
standard, Caiaphas’ handling of 
Jesus was one of vindictiveness 
and intolerance. He called, in de- 
fiance of ordinary practice, a 
hurried night-time meeting. He 
secured witnesses who bore false 
testimony. He permitted and per-

- haps participated himself in the 


mocking of Jesus. 

That Caiaphas was a repre- 
sentative of organized religion 
ought surely to make all of us 
take a sober and reflective sec- 
ond look at our own religious atti- 
tudes and practices. The story of 
the actions of religious men, 
when looked at from this point of 
view, is hardly commendable. 
Someone has pointed out that be- 
tween the reigns of Mary and 
Charles II there were four domi- 
nant groups in England, the Ro- 
man Catholics, Episcopalians, 
Presbyterians and the Independ- 
ents. When not in power, each 
pleaded for tolerance; but when 
in power each group in turn de- 
nied religious freedom. 

The Caiaphas-complex is _ evi- 
denced in our world whenever 
we smugly assume that we are 
right in religious matters and 
that all who disagree with us are 
wrong. Caiaphas lives again 
whenever we cause suspicion to 
be thrown on another person be- 
cause his creed is not our own. 

Caiaphas is not merely a name 
in history; he is also the per- 
sonification of an arbitrary reli- 
gious attitude which we, too, 
must combat within ourselves. 


Made Big Decision 


WASHINGTON—If they had the opportunity 
the American people, I think, would like noth- 
ing better than to stand up and salute a coura- 


geous and determined ally. Despite warnings from the Kremlin, 
despite threatened reprisals from the Communists at home, the gov- 
ernment and the people of Italy have made a momentous decision. 


Italy’s decision is to station 
NATO’s most powerful deterrent 
and defensive weapon—the inter- 
mediate - range missile with 
atomic warhead—on Italian soil. 

It was 18 months ago at the 
meeting in Paris, attended by 
President Eisenhower, that the 
NATO council gingerly accepted 
in principle the U.S. offer that 
NATO be equipped with IRBMs. 
The council left it up to each 
country to decline or to accept 
them. 

The mood was timid and the 
tactic was to delay doing any- 
thing in the wistful hope that 
somehow the overhanging Soviet 
threat could be negotiated away. 
Britain alone accepted American 
missiles. 

And now Italy. It is a bold de- 
cision diplomatically because it 
makes Rome the focal target of 
Moscow’s roughest tactics. 

It is a bold decision politically 
because it puts into the hands 
of the Italian Communist Party 
a tool with which to try to whip 
up public opinion against the new 
Center-Right government of Pre- 
mier Antonio Signi. 

But Premier Signi, strongly 
backed by Foreign Minister 
Giuseppe Pella, who is now in 
Washington, has decisively and 
irrevocably cast his lot with the 
fullest possible commitment to 
collective security.

FLOATING SNOUT OF GATOR 
GIVES SPICE TO FISHING 


By CHARLES ELLIOTT 
Constitution Outdoor Columnist 
A recent news release by the U.S. Department 
of Interior tells of a 13'4-foot alligator captured 
in the Delta National Wildlife Refuge in Louisiana. 


One especially huge cypress butt looked sound 
enough, but when a dozen boys rolled it over

Florida alone, and that around 1900 some 280,000 
‘gator skins were processed in the United States 
each year and converted into such items as bags, 
belts and shoes. This brought the American 
saurian close to extermination, and not too many 
years ago some of the states set up regulations 
to protect him. He has increased again to the 
point where limited harvesting of skins is allowed. 


Almost every Cracker riverman knows that the 
alligator builds its nest as a huge mound of 
moldy vegetation. It lays its eggs near the top of 
this heap, covers them with more muck and 
other swamp matter, and the leathery embryos 
are hatched in the heat created by the decaying 
vegetation. Coons and bears will sometimes at- 
tempt to dig into the nest and rob it of its con- 
tents, but mama ‘gator never gets very far 
away, and the four-footed foragers are cautious 
about taking a chance with her armed jaws and 
lethal tail. 


The young ‘gators are about eight inches long 
when they hatch out and weigh around two 
ounces. They have a good many natural enemies 
as wading birds, minks, coons and large fish. If 
a baby alligator can survive about three years, he 
weighs 15 pounds and measures three feet, to 
become a predator on his own.

CAMPUS COMMENT 
Teachers Create 


Or Kill Interest: 


A lot of today’s teens are vitally interested in world affairs, 
and such interest is sparked in the schools by well-informed 
teachers, but is not confined to the classroom. Students who wrote 
to Campus Comments this week offer a variety of reasons—from 
“just plain curiosity” to “trying for high marks on exams’’—for 
What they term an ever-widening interest in world events. Nearly 
all believe the degree of interest depends upon the teacher, who, 
teens say, can stimulate or kill their enthusiasm for any subject. 
But many maintain that world affairs are of no concern to today’s 
youth. 

Atlantan John Pendergrast, 15, points out ‘‘there is no better 


way to win the respect of parents and teachers than to be able to 


tell them what’s going on in the world, and that respect can be 


mighty important at times."’ John adds ‘‘even if we're not really 
interested in world affairs, we certainly should be. . . . We should 


“force ourselves to listen to that dull news on TV and radio, and 
try reading some of the strange parts of the newspaper that some- 
how appeal to adults. In a few years, our lives will depend on it.” 


Claudia Phillips, 14, Danielsville, declares ‘“‘as long as people have 
existed, they have been curious about other people and what hap- 


pens to them. Teens are no different just because they like crazy- 
sounding music or dress a little sloppy.” 

In his winning letter, Atlantan Jimmy Clotfelter, 16, sums up 
‘the opinion of numerous students who fear teens do not take 
enough interest in world affairs and presents a frank analysis of 
what many believe is the real situation: 


Today’s teen-ager knows almost nothing about world af- 
* fairs, and has very little interest in them. He ranks current 

events with classical mtsic and books in the “square” cate- 
gory. Why this attitude? He thinks Russia and Berlin are far 
away, so why should he worry? Let somebody else untangle 
the world mess. All reasons behind these convictions of the 
teen lead up to one foremost cause. 

This is the general mood and atmosphere that the teen- 
ager lives in. He floats along on his dream cloud, humming 
rock ’n’ roll tunes and reading sports car magazines. His par- 
ents usually are just as uninterested in world affairs as he is. 
Other adults are inclined to let him stay ignorant of current 

_events. They say he’s got plenty of time to learn, The main 
objection to this viewpoint is that most people never do learn 
to follow world happenings successfully. 

Most history, civics and English teachers require the stu- 
dent to have some knowledge of world affairs. This doesn’t 
change the basic atmosphere the teen lives in, so it doesn’t 
help him to become really interested. The youth cannot be 
made to follow current events; he must decide to do so 
voluntarily. His parents, teachers and leaders must themselves 
become interested in world affairs and encourage him to 
follow suit. Forced interest will never prove successful. Cur- 
rent events should be subtly emphasized at home and at 
school. Otherwise, the teen-ager will never become interested 
in them, 


Betsy Wallis, 18, Thomasville, observes that teens are interested 
in some world affairs, but not all “‘because all of them don’t in- 
fluence our lives directly."’ Betsy continues, however, that the in- 
terest in many affairs ‘‘is carried outside the classrooms and into 
our conversations and is reflected in our daily lives. If we weren't 
interested in world affairs, we would not attend and benefit from 
conventions such as youth assemblies, Boys State, Girls State and 
other such activities. .. . Our interest in world affairs to a large 
extent influences our choice of work.”’ 


Sammie Maxwell, 15, Tallulah Falls, believes teens are more 
concerned with world happenings today than ever before, and that 
interest is “‘not limited to the classroom, although it may begin 
there. .. . Things such as the state Youth Assemly are helping 
youths take part in governmental and other affairs. Young people 
are well aware that there is a world around them, and not just 
when it involves them and their own problems.”’ Lucia Smith, 17, 
Marietta, thinks more schools should offer a course in world af- 
fairs. Lucia explains: ‘‘At the beginning of "this school year, for 
about two weeks, my American history teacher discussed with us 
the 10 most important things facing the United States at that time. 
... Those two weeks helped mé to” be @ better citizen than any- 
thing else ever has. ... . The majority of teens are not keeping up 
with world affairs. If someone would give them a background of 
our country's problems, more would be interested in, and keep up 
with, the news as it happens.” 

Atlantan Lacrecia Bowdoin, 16, asserts that young people, as 
a whole, have a wavering interest in world affairs. Lacrecia 
continues: 

In times of crisis interest 
mounts, especially among the 
older youth who realize that 
the time is fast approaching 
when they will be responsible 
as citizens for what happens 
in the world. In the interim 
between the tension peaks, 
interest is generally regulat- 
ed by.compulsory school re- 
quirements. 


..» Within the educational 
system, learning is too often 
presented as a great mass of 
facts, dates, names and num- 
; bers to be committed to 
memory. The beautiful proc- 
esses of logic and reéeason- 
ing are relinquished for the 
methods. of quick, mass edu- 
cation, When students reach 
the senior level, where they 
should take an active interest 
in international affairs and 
begin. formulating personal 
opinions and convictions, the 
process is so unfamiliar that 
in frustration many attempts 
are abandoned. 

... Many teafhers have, by 
their captivatif~ig personalities 
and displayjng of personal 
interest and competence, 
awakened students to the 
problems that exist.

Purpose of the mart is to pro- 
vide under one roof a one-stop 
shopping center for merchants 
from throughout the Southeast. 


Holder said the coliseum, which
